The form opens with a number of pream- 
bles, one of which expressly stipulates the 
property-owner does not waive his right to 
sue the company and recover damages for 
any injury that may be done it by the con- 
struction or operation of the railroad; and 
the other covenants, in case such a suit shall 
be brought, the company shall not introduce 
the contract in evidence. The document 
concludes in the manner shown above in the 
case cf Zephaniah S. Holbrook. 

At the examination yesterday morning 
Mr. Robbins was attended by several of his 
clerks and by A. L. Haywood, representing

Quite a number of lawyers and others were 
present as spectators. 


Only One Case Touched. 


The first hour was spent in an acrimonious 
controversy in which Mr. Knight gave many 
reasons why the proceeding should go no 
further and objected the hardest of all to 
trying three cases together; and all he got 
was that Mr. Robbins consented to take 
testimony only in the case of Potter Palmer 
and Bertha H. Palmer against the Union 
Elevated railroad company. The case of 
Columbus R. Cummings and Lyon & Healy 
and the case of Erskine M. Phelps and 
George E. P. Dodge, though the testimony

The next witness called was Albert A.

Any Kind of a Cross Is Sufficient if Put 


* in the “Appropriate Place Opposite 

the Name”—The Law Says Nothing 
About Elther Squares or Circles— 
Intention of the Voter Must Be Re- 

‘garded if It Can Be Fairly Ascer- 
tained. 

Springfield, Ill., Nov. 1.—[Special.}—-The 
Supreme Court today, in determining the 
appeal of Parker vs. Orr, from Christian 
County, settled some points in the adminis- 
tration of the Australian ballot law which 
have been much in tad at every election’

Justice E. C. Hamburgher and warrants 
were sworn out for the arrest of Duffy, 
Weber, Sullivan, and Shaw.

“That Barney F. Weber, Joseph J. Duffy, 
Patrick Sullivan, and W. A. Shaw did con- 
spire together and did defraud the City of 
Chicago, County of Cook, and State of Illi- 
nois, out of a large sum of money—to-wit: 
The sum of —— thousands of dollars—by 
drawing certain bids for work to be per- 
formed by your affiant and thus obtained 
by false representation said large sum of 
money wrongfully and feloniously.”’ 


* Ryan Signs It. 


This was signed by Thomas Ryan, who ex- 
plained to the Justice that as a contractor 
he had bid for, obtained, and completed cer- 
tain work for the city. He had been paid his 
price and had no complaint on that score. 
But he knew that the men who drew the bids 
overcharged the city to the extent of about 
$20,000 on them, and this amount they put 
into their own pockets. These men were the 
ones against whom he madeafiidavit. Ryan 
made the complaint, he said, simply as a cit- 
izen who did not believe in seeing the city 
robbed, 

When Duffy, Weber, and Shaw came into 
Justice Itamburger’s court yesterday after- 
noon John Corbett and Marcus W. Russ 
were with them. They evidently knew what 
to expect and had brought these men as their 
bondsmen. John Corbett went on the bonds 
of Duffy and Weber. Marcus W. Russ qual- 
ified as surety for W. A. Shaw. 

‘The allegation of Ryan is that Duffy raised 
the contract price on the East Ravenswood 
Park sewer system contracts in the summer 
of 1894, when the work on several streets fell 
into his hands. These contracts had been 
undertaken by Waters & Ryan No. 355 Or- 
chard street, who secured the awards Nov. 
17, 18038. Waters & Ryan took the work ata 
low figure. This firm failed soon after he- 
ginning the construction. The contracts 
were transfered May 1, 1894, to Joseph J. 
Duffy. When he took the. contracts the 
prices were increased at the rate of several 
hundred dollars on each street. 


Hopkins Takes a Hand. 


When these increased prices were discov- 
ered Duffy was called to account by the 
order of Mayor Hopkins: 
then (and reiterates now) that Supt. Cheney 
or the Sewer Department made the advance 
in prices because he (Duffy) said he would 
not finish the work at the old figures. Those 
prices, he said, had caused the failure of 
Waters & Ryan and nobody could do the 


| work so cheaply.

GREAT NORTHERN MAY BE TIED UP. 


Railway Union Committee at St. Paul 
Isstics a Statement to That Effect. 

St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 1.—The committee 
appointed by the American Railway Union 
delegates to the Devil's Lake country one 
month ago has been in the city seeking a 
conference with President Hill of the Great 
Northern railway in regard to alleged break- 
‘ing of his agreement with them after the 
great strike on that system in May, 1894. 

After repeated attempts to see Mr. Hill, 
but without success, the committee issued 
a long statement giving its grievances and 
the correspondence had in the attempt to 
confer ‘with President Hill. 

The committee announces that in view of 
the treatment the employés have received 
and the refusal of all attempted conferences 
with the end of righting such grievances, 
the special committee will leave tonight for 
their homes and “the public need not be 
surprised to find the Great Northern system 
tied up as tight as a drum from St. Paul to 
the West.”’ 

No date is fix for such event, but the 
constitution of the American Railway Union 
requires that strikes rust be initiated by 
the employés themselves.

The Supreme Court says Sec. 23 of the 
Illinois statute does not say with what the 
cross shall be made and that it does not 
mention either squares or circles opposite 
the names of candidates, but requires the 
voter to make the cross “‘in the appropriate 
margin or place opposite the name.” If the 
desire is to vote for all the candidates of a 
party the cross is to be placed at,the “‘appro- 
priate place preceding the appellation or title 


ij of such party,” — being said about a 


circle. 
No Direct Command. 


The court says the law prescribes the form 
in which the ballots shall be printed, but that 
it does not contain a direct command that 
the cross shall be made within the circle or 
square. Neither does the statute.prescribe 
the form of the cross .to be used. The court 
says the use of the capital “X"’ in the statute 
in parenthesis was merely to indicate how 
the cross might be made, and says it cannot 
be seriously insisted that the statute com- 
mands the cross must be somade. Even if it 
were held that the statute is mandatory, the 
court holds its requirements would be satis- 
fied by complying with the language in 
either one of the forms, and says the yoter 
may mark his ballot with a capital “X,” as 
indicated in the statute, or in a form similar 
to the capital ‘*T,”’ or by crossing two lines 
at an angle, as in the arithmetic plus mark. 
The decision says the failure to make a dis- 
tinct, well-defined cross may be the result of 
inadvertance or. inability, and on that ac- 
count it would not be practicable to construe 
the statute as mandatory as to the form of 
the cross. 

It has always been held in this State, the 
court says, that if the intention of the voter 
can be fairly ascertained from his ballot, 
though not in strict conformity with the law, 
effect will be given to that intention. In 
other words, the voter shall not be disfran- 
chised through mere inadvertence, mistake, 
or ignorance, if an honest intention can be 
ascertained from his ballot. The court holds 
that in the construction of the statute the 
essentials are to ascertain the intention of 
the voter and to preserve the secrecy of the 


ballot. 
Distinction Between Marks. 


The court makes a distinction between 
marks which indicate carelessness, ignor- 
ance, or inability on the part of the voter and 
those which are to be considered as intend- 
ed to distinguish the ballot that the secrecy 
of it may be destroyed, The decision says 
that. where the voter made a cross in the 
Republican circle and another in the In- 
dependent Republican circle that as thers 
was no candidate on the independent ticket

MILITARY ASKED FOR DISTANT ALASKA. 


War Department Considering the Suge 
gestion of the Governor’s Report. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 1.—[{Special.}— 
Gov. Sheakley of Alaska believes affairs on 
the British Columbia frontier, in the Yukon 
gold mining district, will soon call for the 
presence of troops.

The com plain- 
ant in a suit for damages, however, would 
have to prove that the cinder came from 
an engine of the railway company and that 
the accident was dte to negligence on the 
part of the company. All such cases come 
under the general risks men run daily from 
accidents. A passenger on a train is in the 
care of the company, and it contracts to 
carry him safely to his destination. If the 
accident occured on the surface the unfort- 
unate person would have to establish the 
sme of the use of a defective spark-¢ar- 
er. ’?

Mayor Swift made a great ‘‘hit” before 
the West End Woman's Club yesterday after- 
noon. It was “municipal day,’”’ and the 
chief of the city had been invited to make 
an address. The Mayor was enthusiastically 
applauded by these progressive club woinen 
as he entered the room, and was still more 
warmly received when the President of the 
club, Mrs. Adéline Sherwood, introduced him 
asfollows: . 

. “ Ladies, it isa pleasure to have with us 
this afternoon the man who sits at the head 
of this great’) municipality—a man who has 
given us not merely a political but a busi- 
ness administration. He has further shown 
his wisdom by appointing a’ woman, one of 
our own members, on the Board of Educa- 
tion. Let me introduce his Honor, Mayor 
Swift, the best Mayor Chicago has éver had,” 
- After the applause that greeted this intro- 
duction had subsided Mayor Swift eaid he 
thought the President must be a Republican. 
Before reference to woman’s part in munici- 
pal affairs he spoke of some of the ills to 
which the Mayor of Chicago is heir by way of 
apology for not having preparei a speech, 
He said: 

“If any one thinks the Mayor of Chicago 
hasa pleasant berth he should come to my 
office some: Monday morning and remain un- 
til Suturday night. Every day many people 
cali onthe Mayor totell him how to run the 
city. His office isg depot for complaint. 
Sometimes I think it should be calied a reg- 
istry for kicks, Only the other day a Judge 
of the Supreme Court, and a good friend of 
mine, asked me to revoke the permit which 
gives Moody’s ministers the right to preach 
on the street. 
me to keep the Saivation Army from making 
a noise on the street. Of course! did not, for 
the Salvation Army is doing a good work 
never before accumplished. [Appiause. ] 


Chicago a Cosmopolitan City. 


“Think what a cosmopolitan city Chicago 
ix. It covers 182 square miles of territory 
and ‘has 1.700,000 inhabitants, most of whom 
come from across the water. There are more 
Englishmen in Chicago than in any city of 
the world save Loudon; there are more 
Italiana thah any city save Rome; more

A 
wowan’s influence is for the better no matter 
where it is cast. As Mayor of Chicago I wel- 
come yoa into the field of municipai afiairs. 
Your work is at home, where you wield an in- 
fluence with husband, son, brother, and friend 
by familiarizing yourself with the wants of a 
great municipality. Womenshould read more 
of the magaitude and needs of Chicago; this 
is better than light literature. ! 

‘T tike the thinking woman, But her re- 
sponsibility does not énd by kissing her boy 
and sending him to school. Sne should folluw 
him to the school-room and fiod what thoughts 
other than those given .in the lesson are in- 
stilled into the mind of the future citizen. 
Thusa great responsibility rests with the 
women of Chicago, bat ‘the women of Chicago 
will be equal to tliezresponaibility.’’ 


Speaks ow M uritetp- il Reform, 


Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Stetson was then

Leonard M. Prince, Second Infan- 
try, U.S. A., died at. the Presbyterian Hos. 
pital yesterday morning from injuries re- 
ceived in the famous army-navy footbali game 
at Annarolis, Md., ini892. For three years 
his splendid physique and strong will have 
battled successfully against the insidious at- 
tacks of disease resuiting from the accident 
which happened to him in that game, but his 
injuries were of such a serious aature death 
was merely a question of time. 

The game in -which Lieut. Prince was in- 


jured was one of the annual games formerly 


piayed between the cadets of the United 
States Military Academy at West Point and

the Naval Academy at Annapolis. A great 
deal of rivairy exists between these 
schools, and the games between them 
were so hard fought that after several severe 
accidents had ha ppened the military authori- 
ties finally forba de the contests, the last game 


being piayed in 1893. 
West Point's Crack Player. 


Lieut, Prince, who was one of the beat 
guards that ever wore a canvas jacket, 
was West - Point's - crack player for 
three seasons, and in 1892—his 
senior year—he was at his 
best and made a splendid record in the many 
games his teary played before the big game 
with the **‘ Middies’’ in November—the event 
of the year. In this game West Point was 
plainly outplayed from tne first: and Prince, 
who was the biggest and most experi- 
enced man on the team, feeling his 
responsibility, played a wonderful game, 
breaking through the strong navy line again 
and again. West Pot touched down for 
four points, and it begun to look as if the 
soldiers would win, when the accident hap- 
pened that injured Lieut. Prince and ulti- 
mately caused his death. 

Inascrimmage for the ball Prince, who 
was under the struggling mass of players, 
was struck by an unknowh Annapolis player, 
who fell on the small of his back with 
bo:ih = knees. When the ball was put 
in play again it was discovered 
that Prince could not rise, ‘ and 
he was carried off the field. An examination 
showed that two floating ribs on his left side 
were broke and internal injuries inflicted. 


Example of Iron Grit. 


An example of his iron grit is shown by his 
getting out of bed at the hospital, where 
he was taken after the game, dress- 
ing himself in his dress suit, elud- 
ing his nurse, and owalkmg over 
to the drill hall, where a dance was being 
given by the Annapolis cadets to their visit- 
ors. In spite ot his two broken ribs the 

lucky West-Pointer went through one waltz 

efore he fainted and was returned to his cot 
in the hospital. He was sick for some time, 
but after he had graduated and gone into the 
army it was thought all danger trom 
his injuries was past. But while exercising in 
bis post gymnasium ‘at Fort Omaha eight 
months agu he again experienced the old 
pains, He was listed on sick leave u short 
time afterward and returned to his home in 
Bloomington, Ill., where the family physician 
pronounced his ‘sickness a result of the in- 
ternal injuries received in the football game 


of 1892. 
Bring Him to Chicago. 

The pain became 9 reat he was brought 
to the Presbyterian Hospital in Chicago, 
where an. operation was performed that re- 
lieved his suffering and prolonged his life a 
few weeks at least. 


The pluck that enabled him to ward off dis. | 


ease three veare did not desert him at that 
time, as he erdured the operation without 
anesthetics of any kind. 

Lieut. Prince was born in Bloomington 
29 years ago, and was appointed to est 
Point in 1888 by Capt. Rowell, Representa- 
tive from the Fourteenth District. When 
Prince entered the military academy he was 
pronounced by the examining physicians 
there as one of the best specimens of physical 
maahood ever admitted. At that time he 
was 5 feet 10 inches in height-and weighed 
190 pounds. 

During his career as an army officer he was 
the recognized leader of his regiment in every-

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WILL BATTLE INPRIVATE 


CORBETT AND FITZSIMMONS AGREE 
AT LAST UPON A FIGHT. 


They Are to Meet Next Week for a 
Stnke of $20,000, with Newspaper 
Men for Referee and Stakeholder— 
Only Those Who Were -Present 
When the Compact Was Made Will 
Be Permitted to Witness the Mill— 
Both Men Now Anxious to Fight. 

Little, Rock, Ark., Nov. 1.—[{Special.}— 
Fitzsimmons and Corbett will meet in pri- 
vate within a week for $10,000 a side. The 
spectators are to be only the men present to- 
day when the arrangement was arrived at, 
and the referee and the stakeholder will be 
newspaper men. ‘Of the fact that Fitzsim- 
mons is anxious to fight Corbett and that 
Corbett is equally anxious to fight Fitzsim- 
mons there is not the slightest doubt. 

The present situation is the culmination of 
a day full of surprises and startling changes 
in the aspect of affairs pugilistic at Hot 
Springs and here. The §rst of these meta- 
morphoses was.a declaration unexpectedly 
but calmly made by the New Zealander at 
the Capital Hotel here today to the corre- 
spondent of Tur TRiInuNngs that he would not 
fight in Arkansas. Corbett less than fifteen 
minutes before had arrived here for the 
purpose of giving a peace bond and then re- 
turning to Hot Springs with “Fitz” and 
there settling differences. The second sur- 
prise was the declaration in court by Judge 
J. W. Martin that subpoenas would issue 
upon which persons would be brought from 
Hot Springs here tomortow, by whose evi- 
dence it would be proved the pugilists intend- 
ed to engage in a prize fight. The third was 
Chancellor T. B. Martin's declaration from 
the bench that it was charged the city and 
county officers of Hot Springs had been act- 
ing in collusion with the puyilists to break 
the law, and that’a formal investigation 
would begin, with Corbett and Brady as the 
nominal defendants, in the chancery court 
here tomorrow. 

Another sensation was & proposition made 
in public by Representative Jerry South of 
Baxter County to the Governor during a 
levee the’ latter held with the newspaper 
men to the effect that if the State would 
quash all criminal proceedings against Fitz- 
Simmons and Corbett he (South) would 
promise they would leave the State and go 
to a place which South would select and 
— have the fight which has so long hela 

re. 

Agree Upon a Fight. 

The last and hottest of all sensations was 
the acceptance by Julian of a proposition 
made by Brady that the fight take place 
within a week in private for $10,000 a side. 


Brady agreed to name a place for the meet- | 


ing where there was no law against prize- 
fighting. This proposition came after one 
had been accepted by Julian according to the 
terms of which the men were to meet Nov. 
22 at El Paso, Tex., and go from there toa 
fighting ground and battle for the purse of 
$20,000 and $10,000 a side offered by Dan A. 
Stuart, the latter depositing the amount of 
the purse in a responsible party’s hards 
and agreeing to forfeit it if the fight failed 
because of legal interference. Brady de- 
clined this offer, saying it was too long to 
wait, and he wanted the matter settled at 
once, as he was losing from $3,000 to $5,000 
a week keeping Corbett in training, and it 
was time they were taking to the road again 
and making up what they had lost by idle- 
ness. ; 

Corbett and Brady, in custody of Sheriff 
Houpt, Billy Delaney, and all the news- 
paper men who had not overslept train time 
left liot Springs at 7 o’clo¢k this morning for 
Little Rock. They arrived here at 9:45. 
Corbett and Brady came here to answer the 
summons issued by Chancellor Martin Tues- 
day that they appear in the Pulaski Counts 
Court and show cause why they should not 
be put under bonds to keep the peace. When 
the Governor learned of the attempt to 
checkmate him at Hot Springs he sent word 
to Corbett if he did not accent servicé of 
Chancellor Martin's warrant he would bring 
him to Little Rock in two-pound pieces. So 
Corbett and Brady came here voluntarily 
and all together. The party went at once 
to the Capital Hotel, where Fitzsimmons 
and Julian were stopping. 


. Fitz Is Still Sarcastic. - 

Fitzsimmons was in his hotel when Cor- 
ag arrived and heard of it with a grim 
smile. 

“It’s as near as he'll come to me,” said 
Bob. ‘His coming here is only a bluff.’”’ 

Fitzsimmons’ case was called before Judge 
J. W. Martin of the Circuit Court of Pulaski 
County. Attorney-General Kinsworthy and 
Special Assistant Hemingway appeared for 
the State and Will Martin, City Attorney of 
Hot Springs, and Col. G. R. Murphy for the 
defendants. As soon as the Judge ascended 
the bench Attorney Hemingway said -the 
State had learned it needed witnesses in the 
case and askéd more time to get them. Af- 
torney Murphy for Fitdsimmons declared 
his. client had been unjustly arrested and 
was simply being deprived of his liberty on 
a pretense. He conceded the facts alleged 
in the affidavit and said he was ready to 
furnish bonds to keep the peace. The Judge 
would not permit this, however, declaring he 
must hear the evidence upon which Fitz and 


Julian were arrested before ‘he would re- | 


quire them to furnish bonds, and an ad- 
journment was taken until tomorrow morn- 
ing at 9:30. : 

The crowd immediately went to Chancellor 
Martin’s court, where Corbett and Brady 
were arraigned on a charge of intending to 
commit a breach of the peace. Attorney 
Hemingway made a plea here for time, but 
Col. Murphy was. ready with-the bonds 
which Corbett hajl given at Hot Springs and 
produced them in support of his contention 
that Corbett and Brady had already been 
arraigned on the charge, had given bonds, 
and the present case was ‘‘a utre fois con- 
vict,”” as the Chancellor mixed it up lin- 
gually, or, in effect, had already been tried 
and the defendant convicted. ‘Thereupon 
Chancellor Martin, who is an appointee of 
Gov. Clarke, delivered a scorching rebuke 
to the Hot Springs people. 


Chancellor Martin’s Hot Talk. 

The authorities especially came in for a 
roasting, the Chancellor saying: 

Their action makes me have less respect 
for them than I have for the prize-fighters. 
Notwithstanding that there is a law in this State 
prohibiting prize fighting the officials of that 
town, it is alleged, have willfully and deliberately 
planned to have the pugilista meet in the ring.

FITZ WON'T FIGHT IN ARKANSAS. 


Declines to Invite a Prison Sentence 
by Breaking the Law. 

Little Rock, Ark., Nov. 1.— I won’t fight 
in Arkansas or any other State in the Union 
where there is a law against prize fighting,” 
said Fitz at the Capitol Hotel this morning. 

“I am a law-abiding citizen,” he con- 


ing into jail. I- want to fight Corbett, all re- 
ports to the contrary notwithstanding, but 
I am Hot stuck on going to prison for it. 

“If,” he went on, ‘all the States of the 
Union are barred against me from fighting 
Corbett here, I will go to England, where 
they will permit fighting, but I am getting 
tired of this fighting game, and if this coun- 
try shuts me out of the business there are a 
number of things I can do to carry me 
through life.” | 

This ultimatum, as coming from Bob, set- 
tles all prospects of the fight ever being 
pulled off in this State, law or no law. 

Deputy Sheriff Heard said he had been 
instructed to bring Fitzsimmons and Julian 
to Little Rock regardless of expense or con- 
sequences, and if he couldn’t bring them 
here whole to “bring them in chunks.”’ Bob 
and Martin were forced to submit or suffer 
death, and like sensible men they selected 
the former. In speaking of the special train 
which the Hot Springs Athletic Association 
sent to the Texas State line to bring Fitz- 
Simmons safely to the battleground and 
which invitation Bob refused to accept, 
Sheriff Heard said: : 

“The people at the Springs and the Corbett 
party can talk as they like about their being 
able to run the gantlet with the train, but 
I'll tell you it could never be accomplished. 
With my orders from the Governor to bring 
my prisoners here in chunks, if necessary, I 
‘swore in eighty-three of the gamest men in 
Texarkana, furnished them all with rifles, 
and gave them strict orders to shoot and 


deputies stationed on the road the special 
was to run over, with orders to stop the 
train, even though they were forced to de- 


on board.’’ 

Sheriff Heard has got several notches on 
his stick, and to show how anxious he is to 
kill at the slightest provocation he informed 
Corbett upon his arrival this morning that 
if the latter made any attempt to insult 
f'itzsimmons he. would fill him full of holes. 

Corbett and Fitz saw each other for the 
first time in the dining hall of the Capitol 
Hotel at dinner today. The former was 
seated at the extreme end of the hall, while 
Bob sat near the door. Jim finished his meal 
first, and when leaving the hall was forced 
to pass his enemy. Upon reaching Fitz’s 
table he turned toward the later, distorted 
his face, and cut up alot of monkeyshines, 
all of which caused a laugh. It was a silly 
piece of business on Jim’s part, and he did 
not receive any credit for his capers. Cor- 
bett looks big and strong compared with 
Fitzsimmons, and, from his talk, is anxious 
to fight the champion middleweight at once 
and have the thing over with. Although he 
looks pale his eyes are bright, and, as he says 
himself, he never felt better in his life. He 
has aged considerable in the last few years 
and looks to be 35 years of age. 

All the newspaper men in town and Brady 
paid a visit to Gov Clarke this afternoon. 
Brady, with his usual volubility and ef- 
frontery, attempted to “throw the con,” in 


Clarke was not of the gold-brick buying 
variety of Governors\and gave Corbett’s 
manager several shots that effectuai'y 
stopped his attempts to prove he was a 
much maligned and injured theatrical agent. 
The Governor said he believed Fitz wanted 
to fight. He admired the Australian and 
thought it remarkable he should want to 
fight a man thirty pounds heavier. 
disputed the Governor’s opinion as to Fitz’s 
desire to fight. 

“Don’t tell me.” returned the Governor: 
“T have seen and had to do with many men 
in my life and consider myself an excellent 
judge of human nature, and am convinced 
Fitz, whom I talked with yesterday, is sin- 
cere and wants to fight, and fight hard.” 


JACK DEMPSEY HAS PASSED AWAY. 


Ex-Champion Middleweight Dies of 
Consumption at Portland, Ore. 

Portland, Ore., Noy. 1.—Jack Dempsey, the 
ex-champion middleweight pugilist, died 
here today of consumption. Dempsey was 
one of the best knownsand most widely liked 
fighters in the world. He held the champion- 
ship of his class for years, meeting all com- 
ers and fighting under all sorts of handicaps. 
Dempsey was born in County Kildare, Ire- 
land, Dec. 15, 1862, and came to America 
when a boy. He first achieved fame as a 
wrestler when 20 years of age, and then 
entered the fistic arena. His record follows:

Dacey, George Fulljames, Billy Frazier. 
Jack Fogarty, Pete McCoy, Johnny Reagan, 
and George La Blanche.

It was here he made his famous challenge 
to Charley Mitchell, offering to fight him for 
$10,000 and the championship of the world, 
but he could not get a match on although he 
followed Mitchell clear to San Francisco for 
that purpose. When Frank Glover and Tom 
Chandler were fighting for the amateur 
championship of Illinois Dempsey was,.be- 
hind Glover, who was almost gone from ex- 
haustion when Jack revived him by biting 
the lobes of his ears. Glover recovered 
enough to get in a knockout blow on Chand- 
ler and won the fight.

The Commission representing the Insur- 
ance Departments of Wisconsin, Massachu- 
setts, Illinois, South Dakota, and Nebraska 
have completed the examination of your 
company and submit to you the following 
report giving the results of such examina- 


tion. The last complete examination of the 


Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany was made in 1877, participated in by 
the departments of Massachusetts, New 
York, Illinois, Maryland, and Wisconsin. 

The present examination began early in 
July last by the insurance departments of 
South Dakota and Nebraska, to which were 
subsequently added by invitation of the 
Company Massachusetts, Illinois, and Wis- 
consin. 

The Board of Examiners organized by the 
selection of Commissioner William A. Fricke 
as Chairman and placed the general super- 
vision of the details of the examination in 
charge of Wm. D. Whiting. In this work 
the departments were represented as fol- 
lows: 

S. DAKOTA and NEBRASKA, represented re- 
spectively by C. H. Anderson and Frank H. 
Wilson, Examiners, employing four clerks. 

MASSACHUSETTS, represented by. Commis- 
sioner Geo. 8. Merrill and Wm. D. Whiting 
with a force of seven clerks. 

ILLINOIS, represented by Superintendent 
B. K. Durfee, J. J. Brinkerhoff, Actuary, 
and one clerk. 

WISCONSIN, by Commissioner William A. 
Fricke and Henry 8. Vail, Actuary, witha 
force of five clerks, together with the Hon. 
W.. H. Mylrea, Attorney-General. 

Constituting in all a force of twenty-six 
persons, besides the appraisers of real estate 
in different localities. 

December, 31, 1894, was adopted for mak- 
ing the financial statement so as to corre- 
pond with the date of the Companys last 
sworn statement to the several departments, 
but the examination was brought down to 
August ist, 1895, to ascertain whether any 
material changes other than those incident 
to the normal course of business had oc- 


curred.

Loans on policies and premium notes were 
checked by the notes themselves and with 
the Wisconsin valuation registers to ascér- 
tain if the policies upon which they are a 
lien were in force and able to sustain the 
loans. These items were found to agree 
with the company’s books and statements. 

The item'of premiums in course of collec- 
tion and deferred was treated in like man- 
ner, resulting 1 a slight difference only from 
the company’s figures. 

The ge 4 owned were counted by the 
Commissioners and found to be on hand 
with the exception of those deposited with 
the Insurance Departments of Wisconsin, 
Virginia, and Canada, for which satisfac- 
tory certificates were furnished.’ The pre- 
mium for market value over par allowed is 
$51,451.83 less than the company’s state- 
ment. : 

Cash in office and in banks as shown by 
the books was found to be correct. 

The company’s statement deducted $18,- 
167.51—mostly agents’ credit balances—from 
cash in office, which has been corrected 
above by carrying the same into liabilities. 

One half of agents’ debit balances were 
found to be g by payment since Dec. 31 
and otherwise, and has been allowed. 

The total assets found on examination do 
not materially differ from the amount 
claimed by the company at the seme date. 


LIABILITIES. 


The valuation registers of the Massachu- 
setts Department, being computed on a 4 
per cent basis, were used for ascertaining 
the necessary reserves to be held on policies 
and annuities. These were first checked by 
comparison with the company's registers 
and discrepancies inquired into and cor- 
rected. A further check was made by com- 
parison of policies reported as loaned upon 
or having premiums in course of collection 
or deferred.

ASSETS. 

The titles of real estate owned were in- 
vestigated by Attorney-General Mylrea, and 
were found to vest the ownership of each 
piece in the company without flaw or in- 
cumbrances. Each parcel was valued by 
appraisers selected by the Chairman, with 
the final result of increasing the total value 
by $56,590.88 over the amount claimed by 
the company -: its Dec. 31, 1894, statement. 

The real estate on hand acquired by fore- 
closure is remarkably small in proportion 
to the large sum invested in mortgages, and 
is earning a fair net rent; as is also the Home 
Office Building, when allowance ts made for 
the portion occupied by the company. This 
amount for own occupancy does not enter 
into the company’s annual statement for 
rents received and paid. 

The custom of the company has been, with 
few exceptions, to dispose of real estate ac- 
quired by foreclosure as rapidly as possible 
and -merge the net loss into the interest 
earnings of the year in which it is sold. An 
analysis of the business for twenty years 
shows that only a small percentage of loans 
made are foreclosed and acquired as real 
estate. The mortgage loans, comprising 
nearly 80 per cent of total assets, have been 
carefully placed, and yield a gross rate of 
5 6-10 per cent interest, payable semi-annual- 
ly. About one-fourth of the mortgages rep- 
resent farm loans. The loans are distribut- 
ed in Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Colo-. 
rado, Nebraska, Ohio, Iowa, Tennessee, In-: 
diana, Kansas, Michigan, Missouri, Ken- 
tucky, ‘and a few in South Dakota, Alabama, 
Texas, and Georgia.

secure constitutional rights or a republican form 
of government: and that we extend our hearty 
Sympathy to the Island of Cuba in her present 


effort to follow our example—to throw off the , 


tyrannical yoke of Spain and make herself indéed 
the Gem of the Antilles. a 

Resolved, also, That while we would discounte- 
nance all filibustering and would not have our free 
soil converted into a rendezvous of freebooters 
or buccaneers; that while we would discounte- 
nance all violation of international! law, we shall 
gladly hall the day when our legal authorities 
can see their way clear to grant to this island 
belligerent rights and afford her a fair chance to 
set up a government patterned after that which 
has given to this republic her happiness and 
glory. . 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be 
transmitted to the President, to the Honorab!e 
Secretary of State of the United States, and to both 
Houses of Congress, so soon to assemble, as well 
as to the public press. 

These resolutions go to the very root of the 
question in calling for the recognition of 
belligerent rights. At the risk of repetition,

. RAILROAD ENEMIES OF CHICAGO. 

The directors of the Chicago Board of 
Trade have entered an emphatic protest 
against the proposed advance of 5 cents 
from the present rate of 20 cents per 100 
pounds on grain from this city to New 
York. They state in the resolution that the 
inevitable effect of such an advance dur- 
ing the close of lake navigation would. be 


to stop the free movement of grain and to) 


check the present steady improvement of 
general business throughout the Centrai 
West to the detriment of the whole com- 
munity, the carriers thémselves included. 


They say that with the present low prices 


for grain a 25-cent rate from Chicago to 
New York would be more than the trafhe 
ean bear, and would be “unjust, aTeRneR-

The higher rate would | 
be made the basis of an odious discrimina- 


tion in favor of a few big men who are friends 
of the railroad management as against the 
many who do not enjoy that distinction. 
And inasmuch as the numerous little men 
could not afford to operate at all in the face 
of such unfair favoritism there practically 
would be no competition. All the business 
would be done on the 20-cent rate, or even 
less, except as occasionally small parcels 
might be forwarded to outlying points by 
the ‘little fellows. So the directors do well 
to protest on behalf of a rather large number 
of members of their board who can have a 


‘moderate amount of business if allowed 


even terms, but cannot hope to compete 
against elevator combinations in the city 
and a 5-cent discrimination against them in 
rates cast of it. | 

There is another fact that should not be 
lost sight of. To the extent to which a high 
rail rate from Chicago to the seaboard is 
maintained at all it is directly detrimental 
to the trade of this city. There never yet 
has been more than a pretense of upholding 
rates on the cut-off lines that carry grain 
around us or those which run eastward at 
considerable distances south from the outer 
belt line and the Joliet cut-off. So the ship- 
pers of the farther West and Southwest are 
able to do an active business by avoiding 
this city, and the grain brought here during 
the summer half of the year is allowed to 
rest in elevator, paying storage charges to 
the warehouseman, but helping to depress 
prices hy the weight of its load on the mar- 
ket. The high rate thus is a direct disad- 
vantage to the receiving class in this city 


as well as to the many local shippers who . 


cannot get rebates through friends at court. 

The proposed advance in rates for the 
winter season is thus a discrimination 
against Chicago and its grain trade, and a 
bad one. The fact that it is in line with the 
policy that has dominated the railroad man- 
agement of many years past is no apology 
for the outrage which is so palpably unjust 
that any decently disposed man well might 
shrink from being named as a party con- 
senting to it. 


GREAT CRY AND LITTLE WOOL. 

A local contemporary has found fault 
with the Illinois Steel company for its 
treatment of injured employés. It says the 
company furnishes surgeons to amputate 
maimed limbs and cots on which cripples 
are nursed back-to vigor, but forces parents 
to sign away the rights of their children. 
It says the hospital is made the means of 
exacting from its patients an agreement to 
forego all rights to claims for personal 
damages against the company. “Just pre- 
limjnary to his discharge a contract is sub- 
mitted for his (the patient’s) signature, and 
no gentler means of persuasion than a 
threat of discharge are employed te secure 
his name at the bottom of the document,” 


-and adds that “the employés are indignant 


over the contract which the company forces 
the parents of children and the victims of 
accidents,to sign.’ 

The paper prints a statement from Mr. 
W. QR. Stirling, First Vice-President of the 
company, to the effect that the minors’ 
contract.is a good one, and a statement by 
Mr. Prentice of the law department of the 
company that the contract is er legal. 
This is what they say: 

W. R. Stirling, First Vice-President of tae Iili- 
nois Steel company, said that the ‘‘ minors’ "’ con- 
tract was a ‘‘ good one,"’ and that “ Mr. Pheutbe 
of our law department will explain its provisions 

i. re 
to you. 

Mr. Prentice said that it was a perfectly innocent 
affair. ‘It is merely a release, not a contract,’’ 
he said, ‘‘and the only reason for its existence is 
that it enables us to avoid an immense amount 
cf bother where, as sometimes happens, both 
parents and minors come around to collect the 
minor's wages. As to thé release being intenced 
to relieve us from liability for accident or death, 
that is all nonsense, and there is no such thing 
mcent. <A provision to that effect in the release 
would, as a matter of fatt, be inoperative and 
could never be sustained by us in a defcnse in any 
court.”’ 

The paper makes editorial comments on 
this statement. . lt insists that the company 
is going a step beyond what it is likely the 
law will sanction, that the courts are not 
disposed to aid agreements which savor of 
duress, and will not sustain the contract 
wherever there is the slightest suspicion of 
duress. It tries to emphasize the point that 
the corporation may not exact an undue re- 
linquishment of rights from an employé 
as a consideration for. continued employ- 
ment. But Mr. Prentice admits that. He 
concedes the whole claim in saying that a 
provision in the release to relieve the com- 
pany from liability would be inoperative, 
aud never could be’sustained in a defense 
in any court. So it is difficult fo see what 
the ‘paper is congending for in this matter, 
since it is fighting an issue raised by itself 
and not sustained by any one on the other 
side.

THURSDAY'S EARTHQUAKE. 
The reports from Indiana indicate that 


there has been an extensive subsidence of 
land in the southern part of the gas belt 
in that State. The effect was most pro- 
nounced near Columbus, in Bartholomew 
County. No rains had fallen there for 
months, and Honey Creek had dried up ex- 
cept a few pools here and there along the 
bed of the “stream.”+ Now the creek is 
filled to overflowing, and the waters have 
washed away fences on adjoining farms. 
Other streams in that region have filled up, 
and it is suggested by the correspondent 
that the sinking of the earth in the gas belt 
has afforded new outlets for underground 
watercourses. But also it is remembered 
that previous to the Charleston earthquake, 
Aug. 31, 1886, the waters of Honey Creek 
acted as they have done now, and als& that 
the phenomenon was ‘witnessed previous 
to the earthquake of Sept. 26,1876. Sothe 
conditions experienced there on Thursday 
morning may have resulted from the ope- 
ration of a greater cause elsewhere, for 
anything that now is known to the con- 
trary. 

The earthquake was particularly severe 
in Charleston, Mo., and near that point the 
surface of the earth was broken in numerous 
places, while from several of the fissures 
water and sand gushed forth in considera- 
ble volume. Charleston is in the region in 
the extreme southeast part of the State, 
which was the scene of the terrible dis- 
turbance which began Dec. 16, 1811, and 
continued till March 26 of the next year, 
ceasing on the very day of the terrible.earth- 
quake at Caracas, in Venezuela. During 
that term of more than fourteen weeks the 
earth was violently disturbed at frequent 
intervals, and the water in the river rose 
and fell violently. The disturbance seems 
to have been felt with lesser force all over 
a large part of the Mississippi Valley, and 
may have been nearly as extensive as the 
one of last Thursday, though a far smaller 
number of people then lived on the area 
experience the fact and tell of it afterwards 
to their children and neighbors. 

That old yoleanic region in the extreme 
southeast corner of Missouri again has 
been shaken up, though far less violently 
than eighty-five years ago, and it is logical 
to infer that its disturbing forces caused 
the shaking which established a secondary 
center of perturbation in the gas belt of 
Indiana. This is not without a parallel, 
for it is considered to be well established 
that there were two earthquake centers, 


several miles apart, for the Charleston dis- | 


aster of nine years ago. It hardly can be 


thought a there coincidence that the dis- 


turbance in the Mississippi Valley in 1812 
should have ceased simultaneously with the 
outbreak at Caracas, but the idea of a 
necessary connection between the two leads 
to thoughts which are more accordant with 
the old theory of an interior fluid mass sur- 
rounded by a solid shell than with the later 
formulated seismic theories. Also the re- 
ported earthquake at Rome only a few 
hours later than the one felt here two days 
ago suggests the possibility of causal rela- 
tions between widely sundered portions of 
the earth’s surface. 


Some idea of the tremendous force de-: 


veloped by an earthquake and measured 
by the force employed in its production 
may be gathered from the fact that the ex- 
plosion of 10,000 pounds of gunpowder at 
Mainz a few years since caused a shock 
which was felt at distances of a hundred 
miles in more than one direction. It is not 
dificult to express that amount of force in 
terms of weight and velocity, and then 
compare with distance, the result giving 
the quantity of earth or‘rock (in weight) 
necessary to fall through a stated number 
of feet in order to produce a shock in the 
southeast corner of Missouri that would be 
felt all over the Mississippi Valley. It may 
be added that the conditions reported do not 
suggest the earthquake of Thursday to 
have been caused by a wrinkling of the 
crust, due to cooling, such as geologists now 


are inclined to regard as the principal cause 


of great earthquakes. 


THE EIGHTEENTH ILLINOIS DISTRICT. 

The Democrats of the HKighteenth Con- 
gressional District, under the leadership or 
dictatorship of Buck Hinrichsen, have nom- 
inated a caudidate on a platform which is 
hostile to the Democratic national platform 
of 1892, but which they claim represents 
the present sentiments of a vast majority 
of the voters of their district, as well as of 
the State and of the West, irrespective oi 
party. 

In their district platform they “demand” 


the free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 


to 1. That is, they want the government 
to act on the assumption that sixteen ounces 
of silver are worth one ounce of gold when 
commercially they well know it requires 51 
ounces to equal the yalue of one ounce of 
gold. They propose, in the language of ex 
Congressinan Bland in a speech last week 
in the Eighteenth District, to “destroy the 
gold standard” by substituting the silver 
standard of 16 tol, making dollars worth 50 
cents. 


And yet they call themselves bimetallists 


when they want to drive gold out of use 
and have only silver monometallism. 

Hinrichsen and the other 50-cent free 
silver Democrats are making extraordinary 
efforts to carry the district. They have im- 
ported free silver 50-¢ent orators from Mis 
souri and Nebraska to reinforce the home 
talent. They are endeavoring to bring out 
the stay-at-home. vote of last fall and to 
win back those who voted for Populist 
candidates, They also claim that the dis- 
trict is swimming with 50-cent dollar Re- 
publicans who are going to vote the “Coin 
fool” ticket next Tuesday. 

In 1892 this district gave Cleveland, run- 
ning on a gold parity platform, 3,000 major- 
ity over Harrison. The Congressional candi- 
date now is running on a platform totally 
different from the Democratic platform of 
1892. If that candidate gets the same ma- 
jority that Cleveland did then it will be evi- 
dent that, when the conditions are normal— 
that is, when the country is not torn yp 


at the same time by financial and business 


panics, both of Democratic origin—the dis- 
trict will give about the same majority for 
any Democrat, tio matter what platform he

The acting manager of the Chicago 


Opera-House deserves the gratitude of the

It was about time that the college boy was 
During the 
last few years some of them—too many, 
in fact—have become -possessed of the idea 
that they have the right to make a public 
nuisance Of themselves. They seem to 
think that when they are released from the 
discipline of the college they are free of all 
restrdint, and do not appear to understand 
not merely that the laws and ordinances 
are binding upon them, but that they are 
still subject to the rules of common de- 
cency. Their idea seems to be that a stu- 
dent need not try to be a gentleman. 

Reasoning thus—if, indeed, they may be 
suid to reason—many of the college boys of 
this generation are constantly guilty of 
grave offenses against society. When they 
are not playing injurious pranks upon their 
elders and upon one another they band 
themselves together and visit places of 
public resort, where they howl and stamp 
their feet and generally make themselves 
as offensive as possible. Nobody who at- 
tended the World’s Fair has forgotten 
how these associated hoodlums—presuma- 
bly sons of gentlemen—marred the pleasure 
of other people by their wild and riotous 
conduct, particularly after dark on the Mid- 
way Plaisance. Nor is it forgotten how the 
boys who are supposed to be acquiring learn- 
ing and the graces at Harvard and Yalc 
periodically invade New York and seize the 
saloons and flash houses and held an all- 
night earnival of indecency and violence. 

Fortunately Chicago does not suffer so 


often or so greatly from this cause as some 


other cities suffer. President Rogers ap- 
parently maintains pretty firm discipline 
over the boys at Northwestern University, 
and the Chicago University boys so far 
have behaved themselves fairly well. But 
it was some of President Rogers’ charges 
that so grossly misconducted themselves 
on Thursday evening. He should second 
the manager’s action by expelling every one 
of them from the institution they have dis- 
graced. 


WHAT BRICE THINKS. 

The Ohio campaign is almost over, and 
Senator Brice has gone back’ home to New 
York, : 
will cast 100,000 more votes than they did 
last year, but he does not claim a Dem¢ 
cratic victory. 

In 1892 Cleveland got 404,000 votes, 
Harrison 405,000, and Weaver (Pop.) 15,- 
000. Two years. later the Republicans had 
a majority of 137,000 over the Democrats. 
The Republicans polled only 8,800 «more 
votes than they did in 1892, but the Demo- 
crats polled 127,000 less. Of these the 
Populists got enough to raise their véte to

There are many people falsely imbued with 
the idea that perfumes are bad for the health, 
and especially so for the nervous system, 
This is a great mistake, and I for one ama 
firm believer in the ax whichsays: . 
If thou wouldst kéep in héalth, fear not perfumes; 


writes the Comtesse de Champdoce in Vogue. 

If we cultivated more thé use of perfumes 
there would be less,iisease in the world, 
it being proved beyon , 
demic ever enters a perfume laboratory, 
Hospital nurses in many European countries 
escape contagion by carrying musk in their 
clothes. Moreover, perfumes contain nutri- 
tious elements, for Pliny tells us of an In. 
dian tribe whose nourishment was confined 
to certain perfumes. Old people, it is said, 
may prolong their lives by mixing Saffron 
and castoreum with their wines. Bacon 
mentions a man who fasted many days by 
surrounding himself with aromatic herbs. 
There are no less than eighty remedies 
which are attributed to rue, forty-one to 
mint, the same number to iris, thirty-twoto 
the rose, twenty-one to the lily, and seven- 
teen to the violet. Nothing purifies bad air 
better than perfumery, and, in my opinion, 
it is a great mistake, therefore, to decry 
scents, and banish them from our homes and 
toilet.
